Wilmot High District Votes 
Tuesday on Addition Bonds 



WILMOT, Wis — Members of the 
board of education of Wilmot Union 
High School this week urged voters 
of the school district to cast a "yes" 
ballot on the $340,000 bond issue up 
for a referendum Tuesday, October 
4. 

Polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m. for the balloting on financ- 
ing of a school addition. . w-. 

The school board broke down en- 
rollment growth this way— in 1952- 
53, total enrollment was 159; in 
1960-61, it had jumped to 348; by 
1961-62, it will be 435 and in 1964- 
65,* it will jump to 514. 

The board bases these figures on 
enrollments in the elementary 
schools that feed Wilmot High, in- 
cluding Cottage, Randall Consoli- 
dated, Riverview, Trevor, Wilmot, 
and also portions of Salem Con- 
solidated^ Wheatland Center and 
Holy Name Parochial. 

There are now 1,100 students liv- 
ing in the high jchool district who 
are enrolled in these elementary 
schools, and practically all of them 
will attend Wilmot high. 

The present building plus the pro- 
posed addition will bring school fa- 
cilities up to a level where it would 
meet requirements for an enroll- 
ment of 500. 

Included in the building and ad- 
dition would be 7 academic class- 
rooms, a library to accommodate 
20 per cent of the enrollment, a 
combined gym and auditorium; two 
home economics classrooms (out of 
basement); one agriculture room. 

Also one multi-purpose room, 
three science classrooms, two indus- 
trial arts rooms, three commercial 
rooms, one music room, one fine 
arts room, a large lunchroom, stu- 
dent clinic, public coatroom, work 
rooms, office space and storage. 

Equalized valuation of the dis- 
trict is $41,598,300. The additional 
tax caused by the bond issue would 
amount— on a home.. with a market 
value of $10,000— to $6 a year, or 



less than 2 cents a day, the board 
said. 

The board noted that It has ap- 
plied for membership' in the North 
Central Association of Schools and 
Colleges. Members are preparing 
I themselves through self-examina- 
tion for a visitation by a committee 
of the association. 

"Adequate building facilities are 
very important in the consideration 
for a favorable recommendation," 
the board said. 

"We cannot afford to neglect our 
nation's and community's greatest 
resource — our children. The addi- 
tion is needed. We cannot postpone 
our responsibility."

The nationally-televised debate series between Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon and Senator John P. Kennedy, opposing candidates for Presi- 
dent in the current campaign, have set the pattern for a series of debates 
I at ail levels apparently. 

Democrat Paul H. Douglas and his Republican oppon- 
ent for the U. S. Senate, Samuel Witwer, are slated for at 
least one video debate during the electioneering- in the 
weeks ahead. 

Closer to home State Representative Bob Coulson has 
picked up the gauntlet hurled at Congresswoman Mar- 
guerite Stitt Church by her Democratic opponent Tyler 
Thompson and is meeting the theological institute instructor 
in a series of debates in the 13th Congressional District.

in their minds. 

The incumbent is put on the defensive immediately and has to use 
his allotted time answering the charges of the other candidate. 

It's no wonder that the "outs" always cry for face to face debates 
while the "ins" reply "Go get your own audiences."
